Several  contractors  have  been 
discovered  avoiding  taxes  by 


classifying  their  workers  as 
"self-employed."   Others  are 
paying  employees  cash  without 
reporting  the  payment  to  any 
taxing  unit  of  government. 

These  practices  not  only 
create  unfair  competition  with 
other  companies,  but  also  can 
create  a  hardship  on  employees 
by  depriving  them  of 
unemployment  insurance  or 
worker's  compensation 
benefits. 

And  they  may  be  illegal. 
Consider  the  following  from 
the  April  15  Kiplinger 
Washington  letter: 

"Here's  a  situation  to  make 
honest  taxpayers  see  red: 

Unpaid  taxes  total  more  than 
$100  billion  a  year  and  are 
rising.  That's  a  conservative 
estimate. .the  actual  figure  is 
probably  much  higher. 

This  federal  'tax  gap'  swells 
budget  de f i c i t s . . . even  halving 
it  could  reduce  red  ink  to 
safer  levels  without  squeezing 
hones  t  citizens. 

And  legitimate  business  get 
hurt  by  the  'underground 
economy.'  Flushing  it  out 
would  eliminate  many  unfair 
of f - t he-book s  competitors. 

New  offensives  against  tax 
cheating  are  in  the  works  at 
the  IRS." 

While  making  cash  payments  to 
avoid  taxes  is  a  clear  case  of 
abuse,  classifying  workers  as 
self-employed  can  be  legit- 
imate and  therefore  requires  a 
careful  I ook  . 

If  an  employee  is  to  be 
properly  identified  as  self- 
employed,  the  following  is 
taken  into  account: 


State  and  Federal  law 
establishes  a  self-employed 
worker  as  one  over  whom  the 
employer  has  no  right  of 
direction  and  control  in  the 
performance  of  services,  and 
who  is  customarily  engaged  in 
his  own  established  business. 

This  generally  means  a  self- 
employed  worker  is  properly 
licensed  in  business,  main- 
tains proper  accounting  re- 
cords and  business  reports, 
pays  se I f -emp I oymen t  taxes, 
provides  insurance  and  con- 
ducts the  business  as  an  inde- 
pendent entity. 

Employers  who  contemplate 
using  self-employed  workers 
should  contact  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  and  the  State 
Department  of  Revenue  or  your 
accountant  to  make  a  proper 
determination,  which  could 
help  avoid  unpaid  tax  lia- 
bilities, interest  and  penal- 
ties down  the  r  oad . 

Computers  in  Construction 
....Purchasing  hardware  and 
sof  twar e

Most  people  equate  buying  a 
computer  with  buying  a  car.  Qo 
to  a  few  dealers,  look  at  the 
different  models,  find  one 
that  "pushes  your  button," 
take  it  for  a  "test  drive," 
then  see  your  banker. 

Logical  sequence,  right? 
Wrong!  You're  going  about 
things  backwa  r  ds . 

Granted,  some  of  you  are  ex- 
perienced computer  users.  You 
know  exactly  what  you  want  to 
do,  what  software  will  do  the 
job  and  what  computer  will 


best  run  the  job. 

But  unless  you  have  put  the 
time  into  personal  education 
and  research,  buying  a  com- 
puter the  way  I  described  is  a 
bit  like  sending  your  12-year 
-old  to  buy  your  next  car... 
..then  letting  him  drive  it 
home  during  rush  hour. 

Yet  many  clients  I  have  talked 
to  have  bought  computers  that 
way.  Sometimes  they  get  just 
what  they  need.   Other  times 
they  miss  the  mark  and  end  up 
spending  needless  money. 

"But  the  salesman  said..." 
"I  got  a  great  deal,  but  I 
can'  t  .  .  .  " 
"You  mean  I  have  to  do  WHAT?" 


2)  Choose  the  software  that 
will  best  meet  those  needs-- 

For  our  purposes,  we  had 
already  decided  on  AutoCAD  as 
the  software  to  handle  our 
graphics.  We  felt  it  best 
served  our  own  internal  needs 
and  the  needs  of  our  clients. 

3)  Choose  the  hardware  that 
will  best  run  your  software-- 

For  us,  this  part  was  a  two- 
step  process.  We  analyzed  the 
different  graphics  display 
processors  to  see  which  ones 
worked  well  with  AutoCAD.  Then 
we  chose  the  best  one  for  our 
particular  needs.  Next,  we 
searched  for  a  computer  that 
would  maximize  the  performance 
of  AutoCAD  and  our  graphics 
display  processor. 


As  a  purveyor  of  computer 
hardware  and  software,  I  think 
(in  a  biased  sort  of  way)  that 
my  systems  are  the  best  com- 
puter systems  around. 

Does  that  mean  that  they  are 
the  best  for  you?   Or  that 
they  will  fit  your  needs 
better  than  any  other  system? 
Nope  I 

It  all  depends  on  what  your 
needs  are.  What  is  a  person 
supposed  to  do  to  find  their 
way  through  this  newfangled 
maze  of  machines  and  programs. 
Just  follow  the  same  steps  we 
went  through  in  purchasing 
some  new  computer  equipment: 

1)  Analyze  your  need8--As  a 
scanning  service,  our  company 
is  heavily  into  computerized 
graphics  applications.  A  few 
months  ago  we  needed  a 
computer  that  could  handle  the 
graphics  functions  in  a  more 
efficient  manner. 


Sound  backwards?  Some  people 
thought  so,  especially  at  the 
point  when  we  had  a  monitor 
and  a  graphics  processor  card, 
but  not  a  computer.  Yet,  after 
all  was  said  and  done,  we 
ended  up  with  a  speed  demon 
that  we  just  love. 

Also,  don't  be  afraid  to  take 
the  time  to  analyze  your  needs 
and  educate  yourself  about 
what  is  available.  Check  out  a 
computer  dealer  or  two,  then 
check  out  their  claims.  Seek 
advice.  Find  someone  whose 
judgement  you  trust  and  ask 
them  to  review  your  finds. 

Above  all,  don't  be  afraid  to 
admit  what  you  don't  know--the 
salesman  already  knows  what 
you  know  and  what  you  don't. 
Finally,  wait  until  you  are 
comfortable  about  the  solu- 
tion. Make  sure  that  every- 
thing ties  together,  and  that 
you  have  all  the  parts  re- 
quired to  meet  your  needs. 


Yes,  it's  very  possible  for  a 
novice  to  make  a  good  com- 
puter purchase  and  do  better 
than  many  "experts." 

Just  don't  be  afraid  to  do 
things  a  little  backwards. 

Freeb  i  e-- It's  almost  free  and 
it  is  guaranteed  to  save  you 
what  you  spend  on  it.   The 
deal?  Adult  education. 

That's  right.  Adult  education. 
Check  out  your  local  school 
district's  adult  education 
course  offerings.   I've  been 
running  across  some  pretty 
good  course  titles  lately: 
Computer  Basics,  DOS,  Lotus 
123,  etc. 

Most  courses  are  just  a  few 
hours  a  week,  and  they  are 
usually  taught  by  profes- 
sionals who  are  actually  using 
the  material  they  teach.   It's 
wor  t h  every  dollar. 

Thinking  of  purchasing  a  CAD 
system?  Check  to  see  if  your 
local  community  college  has  an 
orientation  course  in  CAO .  In 
only  a  couple  of  evenings  you 
will  get  some  excellent 
training  without  all  of  the 
sales  pitches. 

More  than  just  a  demo,  an 
orientation  course  will  help 
you  get  your  feet  on  the 
ground  so  that  you  know  what 
to  look  for  in  getting  a  CAD 
system  that  is  right  for  your.

SBA  proposes  size  standard 
changes 

One  qualification  for 


businesses  to  participate  in 
the  Disadvantaged  Business 
Enterprise  (DEE)  Program  is  to 
be  a  small  business,  as 
defined  by  the  Smalt  Business 
Admi n i s t ra t i on(SBA) .  The 
Proposed  1987  SBA  size  stan- 
dard regulation  is  asking 
that  the  size  standard  of  con- 
struction service  businesses 
be  reduced  significantly. 

The  chart  indicates  the  pro- 
posed size  standard  changes  to 
be  used  in  determining  if  your 
firm  is  a  small  business  and 
would  qualify  for  continued 
participation  in  the  DBE  Pro- 
gram. 

The  size  of  a  firm  is  deter- 
mined by  averaging  the  gross 
receipts  for  the  most  recent 
three  years.  The  standard 
industrial  classification 
(SIC)  is  used  to  categorize 
the  firm,  based  on  the 
services  /products  performed 
or  p  rov  i  ded .

Prime  contractors  have  the 
responsibility  to  ensure  that 
the  submission  of  certified 
payrolls  are  accurate,  com- 
plete and  submitted  in  a 
timely  manner.   This  respon- 
sibility is  not  only  for  their 
firm's  certified  payrolls,  but 
their  subcontractors  as  well. 

A  subcontractor's  late  or 
missing  certified  payroll  can 
and  does  cause  progress  esti- 
mate payments  to  be  withheld 
from  the  prime  contractor. 

The  1988  construction  season 
has  already  demonstrated  the 
following  problems: 

1.  Many  contractors/ 
subcontractors  are  having 
difficulty  in  submitting 
the  certified  payrolls 

to  the  field  project 
manager  seven  (7)  days 
after  the  end  of  the 
work  week . 

2.  There  have  been  an   Mr •' 
inordinate  amount  of 
unauthorized  deductions 
occurring  on  the 
certified  pay  ro  Ms. 
Only  FIT,  SIT  and  F I CA 
are  authorized  deduc- 
tions on  a  federal-aid 
highway  construction 
project  .
